Crisis For America 


Knoxville, Tenn., Feb. 12.—Charles 
Edward Russell, member. of thy, Rott 
Mission to Russia, speaking at \he East 
Tennessee War Conference here, said last 
night if the reports of a separate peace 
by Russia are crue, America faces a ere 
sis. ‘‘There are 1,500,000 Austro-Ger- 
man prisoners in Russia who are in good 
fighting condition, he said, ‘These, -to- 
gether with 147 divisions of German 
fighters, will be thrown against the allies 
on the western frout. This will. give 
Germany an army of more than four 
million, 

“They will outuumber any possibte 


force that the allies can put on the front... 


Germany will subjugate Italy and then 
sweep over southern France and drive 
the remaining portions of the allied ar- 
nies into a small northwestern corner of 
France and there defeat them by detach- 
ments, 

“In such an event we can do only 
what the Russians did in the war with 
Japan, send our trovps abroad only in 
sufficient numbers to have them defeuted 
at the point of disembarkation. Thus 
can America be defeated without even a 
shot being tired upon Anverican soil.’’
